ENGLAND'S. RENAISSANCE 
AT WEMBLE 


Not the best team ever 
what fighting spirit!

Way back in 1931 I watched an England team 
ride roughshod over Spain in a Soccer Inter-: 
national on Arsenal’s ground which England 
won 7-1, After waiting 29 years-I saw last 
week the renaissance of English football at 
Wembley with the Latin senors taking a 4-2 
hiding, and the reincarnation of a centre for- 


ward. . 


At Highbury it was Ted Drake; at Wembley it was 
Bobby Smith, the man Drake sold to Totten- 
ham. The one is the prototype of the other, 
big, burly and fearless and with a shot like 
a mule’s kick. Smith, like’ his predecessor, 
shrugs off opposition'and bustles through.

Hours later, when all the re- 
vellers had Zone home, I said 
goodbye to them at a nearby 
Conservative Club, and ‘Captain.
